2. COMMENTS: TWENTY-FOUR PAROLE DOCUMENTS REMAIN TO BE ISSUED 
BEFORE WE REACH OUR GOAL OF 400 (SEE PARA D. ABOVE). 

3. THREE OF THE FOUR PERSONS RECENTLY APPROVED WITH SPONSORS 
HAVE RESPONDED TO OUR NOTIFICATION. MEDICALS HAVE BEEN MADE AND 
TRAVEL IS EXPECTED WITHIN TWO WEEKS. DOCUMENTATION IS BEING 
COLLECTED FOR TRANSMITTAL TO DEPT IN THE 10 CASES APPROVED WITHOUT 
SPONSORS. 

4. THE DEPARTMENT'S DECISION AS TO HOW MANY OF THE 200 ARGENTINE 
PROGRAM NUMBERS WILL BE ALLOTTED TO THE CHILEAN PROBRAM WOULD 
BE APPRECIATED. IN THIS RESPECT WE ARE ENCOUNTERING TWO PROBLEMS: 

A. WHAT RESPONSE SHOULD WE GIVE TO THE CHILEAN REFUGEES 
WHO WILL REMAIN IN ACTIVE STATUS AFTER WE REACH OUR GOAL OF 
400? OUR DROPOUT RATE HAS SLOWED CONSIDERABLY RECENTLY AND THE 
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PAROLEES (FREE) WHO WERE ALREADY ACCEPTED APPEAR ANXIOUS TO DEPART. 

ADDITIONALLY, THERE REMAIN THOSE ACTIVE CASES WHOSE APPLICATIONS 
FOR COMMUTATION OF SENTENCE AND EXILE DECREES HAVE BEEN REJECTED 
BY THE COMMISION DE INDULTOS OR WHOSE COURT PROCEEDINGS HAVE 
NOT BEEN COMPLETED. 

B. PERSONNEL, UNLESS THE DEPARTMENT TAKES IMMEDIATE ACTION 

ON OUR REQUEST FOR EXTENSION OF EMPLOYMENT FOR THE LOCAL CHILEAN 
EMPLOYEE (SANTIAGO 1186) THE PROGRAM WILL BE LEFT WITH ONLY ONE 
PART-TIME SECRETARY AFTER FEBRUARY 25. IT IS IMPOSSIBLE FOR ONE 
EMPLOYEE TO HANDLE THE WORKLOAD OF SUPPORTING THE ARGENTINE 
PROGRAM, PROCESSING THE 20 NEW CASES JUST APPROVED BY INS, 

AND PROCESSING TRAVEL FOR PRINCIPAL APPLICANTS AND FAMILIES. 

IF NEW NUMBERS ARE ALLOTTED FROM THE ARGENTINE PROGRAM WE WOULD 
NOT ONLY NEED EXTENSION OF OUR LOCAL CHILEAN EMPLOYEE BUT 
AUTHORIZATION TO HIRE A REPLACEMENT FOR THE AMERICAN SECRETARY 
DUE TO DEPART MARCH 2.
